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AMONG THE MOUNTAINS. 


A Ladys Trip to Manitoba—Notes By 
the Way—Habits and Customs of « 
Curious Sect.

Editor Gazette:—I have long in- 
tended writing you once more, but 
seeing old friends, visiting in lovely 
places, are my excuses for not writing 
last fall. This winter has been excuse 
enough in itself for my shortcomings. 

Where, oh where is the man who 
„rote “Beautiful Snow?’ At this date 
1 can see drifts ten feet high. 

Have been to no fashionable or 
famous places, so have but common- 
place things to write about. In my 
journeyings I always keep my eyes 
and ears open for the benefit of your 


paper. 
Last fall I left this place for a trip 
north as far as Winnepeg, Mauitoba. 
I had to leave at 4 o'clock inthe morn- 
ing and as usual in sueh cases had to 
rush away without a cup of coffee. It 
put me in a very critical mood. When 
Lentered the car I found the passen- 
gers all in the various stages aod atti- 
tudes of somnolence, open mouths 
prevailing. I found a seat that some 
lover of the weed had vacated, and as 
I put down a paper to protect my 
clothes, I comforted myself with the 
reflection that the average life of the 
bog is but fifteen years. A short ride 
brought us to Camp Douglas. What 
is myre dreary to wait in a depot? 
But what a place to study poor human 
nature. { looked around on my com- 
rades in distress, and found a forlorn 
looking little woman with pink eyes 
and a ted nose. She looked as though 
she found this truly a vale of tears. 
She was one of the helpless looking 


women who ought to be tagged and 


kant by express. That they are not 


everlastingly lost is a marvel. As I 
looked at ber with a feeling of com- 
passion for her evident sorrow, and 
general forlocness, a burly man stood 
up, and assuming the attitude of the 
Golossus of Rhodes, said, ‘‘Sister, do 
you enjoy religion?” If he had said 
“shall I get you a cup of hot coffee” 
I would have hailed him as a man and 
a brother, but he saw something in my 
eye that prevented his questions from 
becoming more general. 

Arriving at Menomonie, I found a 
host of old friends. Went fishing and 
fell in the creek. Went down the M. 
river seventeen miles oa a raft of lum- 
ber, and with a jolly party it is worth 
trying. Had the pleasure of hearing 
Henry Ward Beecher lecture. From 
there, to my old home in St. Paul. 
Found the city had improved very 
much. From there I went to North- 
ern Dakota. Saw farms that stretched 
beyond the limit of vision; but I don't 
want them. This winter they are 
burning hay and corn. They twist 
the hay. Two men twist while a third 


makes the fire. They have nine

months winter and three months bad 
weather. Fifteen miles west of Pem- 


lages. I visited them. They have very 
sweet sounding names, Blumenort, 


garden, and go from their homes daily 
to their outlying farms. The houses 
have bare ground floors. The stoves 
are built of what looks like plaster. 
For fuel they mix hay and manure. 
They mix it with a drag, and press it. 
It does not smell like “new mown hay 
but aaything so feeble as that would 
be thrown away on a Mennonite. We 
stepped from the house into the stable 
which is wader the same roof. About 
ten feet behind the horses was the 
well. Never ba an 80 con- 
venient in my life. At table their 
food and manners are very primitive. 
They do not use knives and forks, 
and dip from one dish. Just think of 
that, tired housekeeper. Their favor- 
ite dish is raw dough cut into small 
pieces, and eaten with thick milk. 
The women are prohibited wearing 
or bonnets. They wear a little 
wl over the head. Before leay- 
there was a division 
church. 
used buttons, consequently had no 
use for button-holes. Finally a few 
radicals began using buttons, and as 
our different churches do in similar 
vital cases called them to account for

it. In short churched them. Then 
as human nature is the same world 
over, a great many found they eould 
not exist without buttons or button- 
holes. The opposition became so 
strong they divided and one church is 
now knownas “Button-holes.” Many 
a weary mother with fifteen or less 
children will sigh or say, “how could 
they.” Nothing like hacking away 
at certain plants to cause huadreds to 
spring up where only one was found. 

At Pembina Isaw the Red rivercart. 
Itis make entirely of wood. There 
are but two large broad wheels, and 
the shafts run back the length of the 
box. Itis an imposing and musical 
vehicle. An ox is the pulling power, 
and in the box sits an Indian half- 


breed and family. I was disappointed. 


in Pembina. It is an old post, but 
looks like a western running town. 
There is a fort there with a small gar- 
rison. From there we took the steam- 
er and went to Winnepeg. The 
steamer was small but well fitted up, 
and was such a pleasant relief from 
the cars. In Winnepeg we were 
agreeably disappointed. It is about as 
far north as one can conveniently get. 
The city has 12,000 inhabitants, fine 
buildings, and churches with all the 
modern improvements including the 
church debt, 

We went to the Hudson Bay Co.“s 
store and saw so many lonely English 
goods that we sighed to be the pos- 
sessor of ‘‘Alladin’s Lamp, but we 
bought a few of the articles just for 
‘the fun of smuggling them through, 
and my brother said Just like a wo- 
man.” We returned by rail. The 
cars were filled with Canadians and 
English. Said a little boy to his 
father,“O pa!” Said the father, “why 
don't you say papa. and not talk like 
a blarsted Yankee?” M. W. K.

TREATMENT OF THE INSANE. 


We give nearly all our editorial 
space to-day to the following article 
from the Eureka Leader on a subject 
which has lately received considerable 
attention from us. As an insane asy- 
lum in soon to be erected here, the 
following has a special local applica- 
tion, besides presenting some striking 
facts and figures: 

“A writer in the North American 
Review for March makes a ferocious 
and well deserved onslaught on Des- 
potism in the Lunatic Asylums in the 
United States. He claims that while 
science and benevolence, by setting 
limita to disease and affliction, have 
extended the duration of human life, 
while ignorance and crime have di- 
minished, and education has become 
more extended and profound, insanity, 
and insanity alone among other great 
afflictions, has become more frequent 
and more fatal in this country. In 
support of this assertion he gives sta 
tistics trom Massachusetts and New 
York. Io the first named State there 
are 5,000 insane, and every year pre- 
serts marked evidence of the increase 
of insanity. The chronic and incura- 
ble cases are more than three-fourths 
ot the whole and are steadily increas- 
ing. Exclusive of the investments io 
’ Asylums and lands, the cost of caring 
for the lunatics of Massachusetts is 
about a million of dollars per annum. 

In New York the insane—estimated 
at 5,082 in 1871—had in 1880 
reached 9,543. These statistics show 
that the increase in this one 
disease, that is worse than all 
others, which takes from man what 
most distinguishes him from the brutes, 
- defies our remedies and threatens our 
national progress, is getting to be ap- 
palling. This writer asserts that 
palatial Asylums, constructed and fur- 
nished at un expense unparalleled in 
the world and consigned tothe almost 
absolute control of Asylum doctors 
and trustees, have utterly failed to 
check the disease. Erected in the 
hope of supplying the peeds of a gener- 
ation, they barely hold the additions 
to the insane made during the very 
years of their construction. Those 
who have made insanity and its caus- 
es a study declare that from five-sixths 
to nine-tenths of all lunatics pow in 
the United States are incurable. 
There scems to be no other country in 
which the facts appear so alarming. 
He claims that the treatment of insan- 
ity in our public Asylums is utterly 
vicious and wrong. 

While in England and ether Euro- 
pean countries the utmost publicity is 
given and allowed in regard to the 
treatment of these unfortunates, here 
secrecy and concealment is the rule. 
He asserts the institutions where the 
insane are not treated brutally are the 
exceptions and not the rule. The late 
investigation of the New York Asylum 
for qe insane convicts disclosed facts 
that would disgrace Turkey—filth, 
vermin, contagious diseases, food 
hardly less fatal than starvation itself, 
two pistol balls in the body of one in- 
mate, fired by his Superintendent, a 
‘lunatic shackled and handcuffed night 
and day fortwo months, but no re- 
cords of medicine, of treatment, of 


punishment, or of diet. At the same . 


time when similar horrors were being 


perpetrated in numberless institutions 
for the care of the insane throughout 


the land, three Asylum palaces were | Harrison 


rising ia the Empire State under plans 
furnished by Asylum Doctors and 
Trustees that would make them cost 
about $5,000,000, or at the incredible 
rate of $4,000 to each patient. He de- 


nounces in unmeasured terms the ex- “*7** 


travagant expenditure in building 
asylums, and declares that nearly ode 
third of the large sums so used is spent 
upon the officers’ building. 

In his testimony before an investi- 
geting committee the present Su- 
perintendent of the Ward's Island 
Asylum (New York) said: When 


nate if they are not fettered, or bound 
with straps, of coufined in straight - 
jackets, as well as imprisoned behind 
bolts and bars, These evils arise par- 
tially from the partizan spoils system 
of our politics, but are more directly 
the legitimate consequences of our 
American system of Asylum manage- 
ment. d 
The writer claims that the lunacy 
administration of the principal Eure- 


* 


ical, more humane and more effective 
for good than our own, in that it is 
freer from physical restraint, in effici- 
ency of inspection,in publicity of man- 
agement and in regard for public 
opinion than in the United States. 
Our system is vicious and defective 
because it excludes light and wisdom 
from without, and breeds and screens 
abuses within the circle of adminis- 
tration. If one-half his assertions are 
true, and we fear the percentage is 
much greater than that, the horrors of 
our lunatic asylums are a burning 
disgrace tothe country and the age 
and it is a wonder that a humane and 
intelligent people should have so long 
tolerated a system so repugnant to 
even crdinary humanity.”

DIED IN THE SNOW. 


Fate ot an Ciknown Man 
Near Lake Bigier. 


Terrible 


Yesterday, says yesterday morning's 
Carson Appeal, a couple of wood-chop- 
pers who came down from the lake re- 
ported the finding of the remains of a 
man in a ravine in the mountains 
about seven miles from the head of 
Fallen Leaf Lake. The two men were 
crossing the Sierra on snow shoes, 
when they came upon the remains, 
which had evidently lain there several 
weeks.

Under a large pme tree 
was the skeleton of a man, the flesh 
having been picked clean from the 
bones. The clothes were scattered 
about and trampledtin the snow, and 
some of the bones had been carried 
nearly 100 yards from the spot. A 
six-shooter was also found near by 
with all of thechambers loaded, which 
would indicate that the unfortunate 
man was not killed by wolves, but had 
perished from cold ard hunger. A 
pair of snow-shoes were also found, 
with two X' cut in each. There was 
no other distinguishing mark. 

Although the wvod-choppers care- 
fully searched the clothes of the de- 
ceased there was nothing to identify 
him. In the pocket of the coat were 
the remnants of- some old letters, but 
they had been so saturated with 
water that the writing was utterly 
illegible. A black felt hat and a 
thick-soled pair of boots completed 
the inventory. The man had 
been evidently been lost in some 
heavy snow storm while trying to 
cross the monntains, and perished mis- 
erably in the ravine. The wood-chop- 
pers gathered the benes together, dug 
a shallow grave, interred the remains, 
and rolled a bowlder over the spot. 
The snow-shoes they brought into 
Venk's Station, in hopes that they 
may be sometime identified.

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How to Put Live Bait on the Hook. 


The method here described of bait- 
ing with minnows might be tried with 
advantage by Truckee firshermen, who 
use nothing but ive bait. A Connecti- 
cut correspondent of the Chicago Field 
is the authority: 


“Thinking many of your readers 
would like to know the best way to 
put live bait on the hook, I, speaking 
from experience, say take a piece of 

lack cotton thread about a foot long, 
tie the middle of it tight under 
the barb of the hook; now take the 
bait in the left hand, lay the hook on 
its side, the barb up by the shoulder 
of the bait, with the shaft along the 
belly; now pass the thread over the 
shoulder and around under the fish, 
and tie to the shaft of the hook, then 
pass the thread aiong the shaft until 
under and back of the back fin, then 
tie tightly around the shaft of the 
book, then pass the thread on each 
side of the fish up to the back just 
back of the back fin, and tie with a 
bow knot. This fastens the bait secure- 
ly without hurting it, and you will 


As the shaft of the hook lies 
along the belly, it keeps the bait in 
proper shape, and as the fish usually 
takes live bait head first, you are sure 
to hook your fish. With just a little 
patience at the first trial, you will find 
you can tie on the bait very quickly, 
and then have the best bait you ever 
used.
